WHITE OTTER SKIN DANCE. 


Pecullo-r C erem ony OlMervcd Amonir 
tke Sue and Pox Indiana 
% 


la. O klahom a. 


About 400 Sac and Fox Indians were 
as.sembled on their reservation in 
Oklahoma, a few days ago, dancing 
the religious otter skin dance. This is 
a ceremony observed by these j.^dians 
every ten years. 
It is a queei- doc­ 
trine. The adherents trust all in the 
white otter. 
As they cannot get the 
animal alive in this country, they take 
his iikin. This is placed on a high pole 
in the center of tlie excited IncHans, 
and they go around it for hours at a 
time, 
never 
removing 
their 
gaze. 
Then when they are so tired they can 
go no farther vlie mcdiclne man tosses 
them the otter slcin, anti tl. 'y bury 
tl.eir face in it. 
While thus siUmted 
they ehiim to see all their tleaul rela­ 
tions and get a glimpse of tiie happy 
hunting ground. 
The dance lasts a 
week. 


During the first two days ot 
the 
dance only 46 Indians received 
the 
otter skin. They are not given it un­ 
til the great spirit no directs the medi­ 
cine man, and hence there is weeping 
and wailing’ at the dauce. Those who 
have prayed for the otter skin and not 
yet received it think they are lost. 
They take this as an evil omen, and 
think the great spirit ia angry with 
them.. 


There are two white 
taking 


part In the otter danoe this year, hav­ 
ing recently married Indiana and be­ 
come converted to the faith. 


A great dog feast took place at 
night, and 141 dogs were killed and 
cooked. The Indiana enjoyed their 
meat and are dancing hard, hoping to 
win haok the will of their Oreat Spirit,

No Catch Made Here 
Yesterday. 


Ihicago Dealers Are Be- 
coming Alarmed. 


This Is fish day. The fish In the 
markets here today were not of the 
resh home catch variety 
but were 
stock shipped in, the kind that are 
fresh and palatable but lack the lustre 
of eye that the fish a day out of the 
water have. Two weeks ago was the 
ast that the local fishermen were able 
to catch irout and their ert'orts are now 
satisfied with herring. Some attribute 
the lack of fish in this end of the lake 
to the fact that there are many steam- 
ers which dump their ashes in the lake 
but the ashes from all the boats would 
be as difficult for the fish to discover in 
the big lake as is the finding of a 
needle in a haystack. 
The Chicago 
Chronicle speaks of the fish problem as 
follows: 


"Scarcity of fish has been from timé 
to time the cry of all 
fish-producing 
ocalities. 
Five hundred years a¿fo the 
Thames river was the source of an 
enoroious salmon supply. 
The follow- 
ng entry was made in the church war- 
den's book of Wandsworth, England, 
n 1580: 


"In this somer the fysshersof Waud- 
esworthe tooke between Monday and 
Saturday seveoscore salmons in the 
same fishings, to the great honor of 
God." 


Subsequently the 
king 
permitted 
fishermen to put in "salmon rivers"— 
tra s or kidels—which increased the 
market supply, but naturally had the 
effect of ultimately reducin? the sup- 
ply so much that prices advanced from 
sixpence a pound to a guinea a 
pound, and only royalty, the nobility 
and wealthy gentlemen were buyers. 
What Is true of the Thames is true of 
all tish-producing waters where the 
public has been allowed to catch fish 
unhampered by laws against the de 
struction of the source of supply. 


The national government intends to 
investigate the causes for tish in the 
great lakes growing scarcer. 
If the 
authorities go about the work in earn 
est they will locate these causes, for 
they are apparent to all. 
On the 
catching of fish by any method is pro- 
hibited by the Canadian government 
under heavy penalty between Novem- 
ber I and March 1, or until shores are 
cleared of ice. The consecjuence is 
there 
is no complaint in Canadian 
markets of a scarcity of tish in season. 
Nor do fishers complain of the supply 
running short. 


On the United States side of the 
lakes New York, 
Ohio, 
Michigan, 
Wisconsin, 
Minnesota 
and 
Illinois 
cover nearly the entire water front. 
Each state has laws which are more or 
less in conllict with neighboring states. 
What the leading fishmongers want is 
national legislation that will regulate 
the fisheries by prohibiting the catch- 
ing of fish during certain months and 
also to make it an offense to market 
white fish and trout weighing less than 
one and one-half pounds each. 
These 
two species constitute a large propor- 
tion of the whole catch. 


There are hundreds. If not thousands, 
of fisherman on the lakes who own 
from one to three boats each and they 
fish every day In the year and retain 
everything that can be sold. It Is held 
by those who claim to know that If 
these small fishing outfits were re* 
strained during tae winter months, 
prohibited from fishing through the 
Ice during and immeutaiely <tfLcr the 
spawning season, and compelled to re* 
turn to the water all small fish the sup- 
ply would soon Increase aud continue 
equal to the demand. 


Chicago consumes and ships to near- 
by towns about 20.000,000 pounds of fish 
a year. Practically all of the product 
comes from the lakes, the percentage 
of salt water fresh fish being very 
small. The market has not as yet 
been short of fish, but owing to the 
falling OÍT In the number of fish In the 
lakes It takes twice as large an equip- 
ment and twice as many men to secure 
the same quantity that It did a few 
years ago 
For these reasons large 
dealers are urging the national gov- 
ernment to assume control over the 
entire American luke fishing and coop- 
erate with the Canadiin government, 
so that both sides will be amply guard* 
ed by substantially the same rules and 
regulations.

FormsofTortureand Death 


For Negroes.

PUTS BLAME ON THE NORTH 


The Most Seditious Article That 


Has Appeared In Print For 
Years, 


A copy of the Daily States, published 
in New Orleans, tias reached Benton 
Harbor. 
The paper was established 
thirty years ago and is accorded a cir­ 
culation of 13,500. In the issue of June 
7,1900, appeared the following edito­ 
rial which will shock all good people 
everywhere, and the people' of the 
north will be surprised that such arti- 
' oles are allowed to be published: 


The horrible outrage and murder of 
little Christiana Wioterstein at Biloxi 
a few days ago has stirred the blood 
and aroused the indignation of the 
whole country. It is not astonishing. 
This crime classes among the most 
atrocious of which vicious negroes, 
controlled by tneir unbridled passions, 
have been guilty in the south. 


If the guilty negro is detected there 
should be no mercy for him, and his 
execution should be conducted, and 
will be, as nearly as men can, in deal* 
ing with him, with the terrors ot hell, 
and this course is likely to be pursued. 


Wild as is the excitement that this 
piece of diabolism has evoked, it is sat­ 
isfactory to note the coolness and the 
judicial ^ ir it of our friends of the Gulf 
Coast, l^ e determination to deal ef­ 
fectually and 
judiciously 
witb the 
black fiend, when he is detected be­ 
yond a doubt, the spirit of the good 
people is to do nothisg precipitately; 
to hang no innocent man, to hold their 
wrath in check until the wretch is 
known, and then vent the terrors of 
hell upon him is admirable. 


Of course there will be a howl from 
certain quarters in the north. 
The 
savagery of the southern people will be 
dil^:ad upon and not a word said of the 
laughing little girl tripping on her 
way to her happy home where loving 
hearts were anticipating her coming 
seized on the road by a burly negro 
brute, outraged and murdered and 
thrown into a briar patch. Oh, no! 
that scene strikes no horror to the 
hearts of these scaly white rascals, 
men and women. They will see only 
the ugly brute dancing and reeling in 
th<=> fires that lick up his vile tlesh, and 
their hearts will melt with sympathy. 


Now, these black devils who outrage 
white women and little girls cannot be 
effectually dealt with by ordinary laws. 
Death on the scaffold has no terror for 
these creatures commensurate with the 
delight of indulging their beastly pas­ 
sions. The negro iu an emotional brute 
He generally meets death on the scaf­ 
fold before a crowd composed of many 
sympathizers impressed by the idea 
that he is the chief actor in a play. He 
sees visions, he shouts to bis Jesus anc 
actually sees the Lord coming in 
golden chariot to pick him up and 
transport him to heaven. ^len, iudeed, 
who have seen many negroes hanged by 
the law know that the negro generally 
enjoys the spectacle. There may be, no 
doubt there is, a sense of terror in his 
heart but the rapture of his visions, 
are enthusiasm exercised in him by his 
wild and 
rapturous 
prayers 
have 
worked a temporary frenzy to meet the 
occ ision. 


Why talk of suppressing negro out­ 
rages upon white women when such is 
the nature of the wild brute. There Is 
but one way to deal with them suc­ 
cessfully—burn them. 
In this case the 
criminal should be scourged until the 
blood streams from his body, then on 
bis lacerated tlesb pour turpentine and 
pepper, lash him with an iron chain to 
a post and icindle the burning faggots 
around him until his vile body is re­ 
duced to a heap of ashee. 


This seems horrible to the many who 
know nothing about the negro and the 
negro character. 
But when that Inno­ 
cent child, ravished and murdered by 
the black brute, rises before our eyes, 
to us the punishment seems all-insufll- 
oient. 


It is the scourged and tortured brute 
whose punishment shocks the heart of 
the negro lover. It is the poor, torn 
and murdered child that fills our heart 
witb pity and arouses our fervent in­ 
dignation. 


And now, who Is responsible for these 
atrocities, conceding that there are 
atrocities on both sides? Why, the men 
who emancipated the negroes and en­ 
franchised them. 
For every white 
woman or white female child that has 
been outraged and for every black 
murderer that has been lynched and 
killed the now famous John Brown was 
the prophet, and Abe Lincoln was the 
apostle. There is no sin nor responsi­ 
bility on the white people of the south 
except that which results from the pro­ 
tection of home and wife and baby and 
the pure. ________________

A nd Paaaenger W ho P aid One Fare W aa 
P ut Off. 


St. Joseph Press: As the last car 
from Benton Harbor was on its way to 
the city last night a circumstance was 
brought to the attention of the passen­ 
gers which is of public interest. The 
new car which was well filled with 
passengers, is provided with a new 
punch register. At each seat is placed 
a strap which the conductor pulls to 
register the fares. This strap hangs 
conveniently near the hand of those 
who sit on tne end of tbe seat and a 
gentleman who got on the car, paid his 
fare and pulled this strap ana regis­ 
tered his own fare, the conductor per­ 
forming the same duty. This as any 
one can see cost the conductor a fare 
which he would be compelled to pay in 
order to settle with the register. The 
conductor appealed to President Bean 
who chanced to be on the car and be 
ordered the conductor to collect five 
cents more from the passenger or put 
him off the car. The passenger pre­ 
ferred to get off rather than pay. 
Mr. 
Bean verv kindly supplied the con­ 
ductor, with a check to balance his 
account, but had he not done this tbe 
conductor would have been obliged to 
pay it himself. 


This will call public attention to the 
fact that passengers should not inter­ 
fere with tbe duties ot conductors on 
tbe cars or they may do these men an 
injustice and no one would wish to do 
tblSi besides it is a violation of tbe law 
and those wbo do suoli acte wilfully 
are liable to proMcailoB.

International Army in China May

THE ENTIRE EMPIRE IN A FERMENT.

Shanghai and Ïien-Tsin think there is 
a great deal moré trouble ahead for the 
concert of powers than merely reach­ 
ing* Peking with 2,044 men.

Nan-Fu and Meng-Tze, as well as at 
other points at a considerable distance 
from the capital. The whole Chinese 
empire seems to be in a ferment. 


While Admiral Seymour, with the in­ 
ternational relief column, is-forcing his 
way to Peking, several of tJie pow’ers 
are arranging largely to 
reenforce 
their details at Tien-Tsin.

Wednesday and 400 will go Sunday. 
Italy has ordered 1,000 to hold them­ 
selves in readiness. Russia, according 
to a St. Petersburg dispatch of Wednes­ 
day, has decided to bring her force at 
Tien-Tsin up to 6,000. 'Hius the com­ 
bined forces atTien-Tsin will probably 
soon be about 10.000 men.

London, June 15.—A special dispatch 
froWi Shanghai says an unconfirmed 
report has reached there from Tien- 
Tsin to the effect that a foreign lega­ 
tion had been burned, and that a minis­ 
ter had been killed. The names, it is 
added, are withheld pendiing a con 
tirmation of the report. It is further 
rumored here that the international re­ 
lief parties are experiencing great dif­ 
ficulties in regard to provisions and 
water. It is believed that the delay 
has been caused by the fear th a t the 
force was insufficient to overcome the 
opposition that might be encountered 
and thus precipitate a ma.ssacre a t the 
capital. It is added that thé Japanese 
have .sent two more cruistMs, and have 
landed 300 additional troops.

as she is at all times painstaking and 
careful, and her work is, as^a rule, a 
model of neatness. You will also no 
tice that I have numetl a great many 
.school-teachers for this work. The rea­ 
son for this Is, 1 KU])pose, due princi 
pallj’ to tbe fact th at the schools close 
just before the taking of the census 
begins, and the t^iachers make the ap 
plications in order to have something 
to do during the vacation. I sent sam 
pie blanlcs to all' the applicants to be 
filled out, and naturaliy the teachers 
were more successful than any others 
in filling the.se blanks, thus securing 
the appointments, 


“Probably about GO per cent, of the 
enumerators in the countr}' are sc-hool 
teachers. 
At least this is so in Indi 
ana, and, I suppose, in oiher states over 
the country. 
It requires much more 
care to make a successful enumerator 
than is generally supposed, and the 
supervisor is subjeeted'to a great many 
trials and much trouble in remedying 
the defects, so that his position is not 
the pleasant and desiratûe one th a t 
many persons suppose.”

(Elected M issionary Bishop for India by 
the M ethodist Church.) 


verted a t St. Johnsbury Center 
in 
1853. He joined the Vermont confer­ 
ence in 1857, and was ordained in the 
New England conference in 1859. 
In 
the same year th at he was ordained 
graduated from the Concord Biblical 
institute. On April 11, 1859, lie sailed 
for India by way of the Cape, and 
landed in th a t country, ‘August 21. 
Dr. Butler m et him a t Calcutta. The 
young missionary^ was , a t once sent 
to Bijnour, a new field in northw est 
India, where the Hindustani ^language 
w’as learned and 
work, opened. 
In 
1864, w’hen the Ind^ia conference was 
organized, he was made a presiding 
elder, and has rem ^Bed in th a t office 
almost all the time since. He has at 
different times been in charge of near­ 
ly every part of the work in both con­ 
ferences in northw est India. In con­ 
nection with his work as presiding el­ 
der he established 
many 
primary 
schools, including the Goucher schools, 
with several middle schools and one 
Itigh school especially for educating 
and building up the young people and 
converts, 
lie also had charge of the 
publishing house at Lucknow for sev­ 
eral years, in addition to district work 
in wiiich time buildings were 
com­ 
pleted and the house nearly 
freed 
from debt. 
AVhile thus actively en 
gaged in overseeing th e Avork of the 
church Dr. Parker has ever been an 
'earnest 
soul-winner. 
The revival 
Avhich spread over the n(»rthwest of 
India, gathering in so many converts 
started on Dr. i ’arker’s district and 
under his direction. 
This was, per 
haps, his largest work. 
For this rca 
son he was removed from the care of 
a district and appointed geneial evan 
gelis\. 
Dr. Parker is thoroughly fa 
miliar with the nc'cds and opjiortuni 
ties in India, and will be able to sue 
cessfully carry forward whatever par 
of the field is assigned to him.

13, afternoon: 


“The enemy evacuated their strong po­ 
sition during the night and have retired 
to the eastTverd. Buller’s force and mine 
have afforded each other m utual assist­ 
ance. Our occupation of Pretoria caused

to w ithdraw 
from 
Lalngs Nek, 
and Buller’s advance to

would be shortly endangered.” 


An earlier dispatch from Lord Rob­ 
erts is as follows: 


“Methuen advanced to Honinffspruit yes­ 
terday and found all quiet. K roonstad is 
strongly held. 
M ethuen returned to-day 
to Rhenoster river, where the railw ay is 
being repaired. 
W e were engaged all 
yesterday w ith Botha’s army. The enemy 
fought w ith considerable determ ination 
and held our cavalry on both flanks; but 
Ian Ham ilton, assisted by the guards

When William E. Gladstone died two 
years ago all the world bowed' 
head 
and gave fitting token of its regard for 
the great English statesman. 
Again 
respect may cause the world to bow its 
head, this time not to one who was a 
great statesman, but to one who was a 
great wife; to her who for almost 60 
.years stOQd b?«id<> the “grand, old nian.’* 
t o r Mrs. Gladstone, according to cable­ 
grams from London, is> now near d'eath 
at Hawarden castle, where she was 
born nearly 90 years ago. 


If recognition were given to wife- 
[lood as it is to statesmanship, then 
Mrs. Gladstone probably would rank 
as high, among English Avives as her 
ausband ranks among English political 
leaders. One of th e most popular pho­ 
tographs ever taken of the great pre­ 
mier shows him, bareheaded^ addrese- 
ing an open-air meeting, with gray­ 
haired Mrs. Gladistone standing behind 
him holding an umbrella to shield him 
from th e sun. 


This picture is emblemaitic of her life. 
She was ever holding an umbrella over 
her famous husband J ever protecting 
him from annoyances and intrusion, 
and ever watchful for his comfort. 


Mrs. Gladstone comes of a family 
beside which other families called old 
seem mere parvenus. Her ancestry can 
be traced directly for more than 1,000 
years to the cliief of a tribe in North 
Wales, who flourished in the early part 
of the ninth century. Her father. Sir 
Stephen Kichard Glynne, dded when she 
was about five, leaving to hi£ wadow the 
care of the estate and of his children, 
tw^o girls and a son. Fortunately she

(Now Nearinff H er End at 
H aw arden 
Castle, England.) 


was of noble character, and credit for 
the admirable qualities that Mrs. Glad­ 
stone has shown in her long years be­ 
fore the English public can be given 
verj' justly to the m other’s training. 


While Catherine Glynne and her 
younger sister—they were known as 
“the handsome Mlsse.s Glynne”—never 
plunged into the wliirl of London .so­ 
ciety, they had as uuieh of its pleas­ 
ures as they eared for. Both were in­ 
telligent ifnd found interes^t in the .'so­ 
cial and political ¡)roblenis and move­ 
ments of the (lay, even more than they 
did in the excitement of London sea­ 
son's. 


Even before her marriage to 
Mr. 
(ihulstone in ISiill <'atherine 
Clynne 
was tleoply interested in philanthroj) 
ie work. After her wedding-, althou” li 
lier dutliis as wife eanie iirst, she f^ave 
nu)re attention to schemes that had 
for their object the hel[)inj^ of those 
who needed assistance. 
She and liei 
husham! started the -Newport -Market 
refiij^»^e, now carrii*d on at West minster 
with an industrial .school attached. Its 
object is to furnish shelter to persons 
in temporary distress. 


During tlie cholera epidemic in ISOO 
she secured care for hundrt'ds of J^on 
don waifs who had been left homeless 
by the death of their parents or by 
their being removed to hospitals for 
treatm ent. 
She established the Free 
Convalescent home, whore those who 
are recovering from illjie.ss and have 
no homes can have fresh air, wliole- 
some food and comfortable lodging 
Another charitable institution of her 
founding is the orphanage at 
Ifa- 
warden, at w'hich boys are kept until 
they are old enough to be apprenticet 
to trades. 
Besides those who 
have 
been helped by these public chhrities 
W’ith which slie has been connected 
tliouFiindK have been assisted by her 
privately. 


Mrs. Gladstone cared nothing for 
display. 
At Hawarden castlc, which 
was her home from her birth to the 
jiresent—which seems the time of her 
death—her life, as was th a t of her 
husband, was always simple and quiet 
though she never denied herself com­ 
forts. 
* 


Mrs. Gladstone’s own room at Ha 
warden is thus described in an article 
that appeared years ago in the Illus­ 
trated London News, and the room 
may be taken as indicative to a de 
gree of the character of the woman; 


“Nothing could be simpler than Mrs 
Gladstone’s own living room, bright 
and 
sunny, 
yellow-walled, 
flower- 
scented, with an outlook from its wide 
windows upon the lawn. I t was hunfir 
w ith old pictures, and in a case by 
the wall are many presents to Mrs 
Gladstone from cities which she has 
visited.” 


Mrs. Gladstone was the mother o 
eight children—four boys a*nd four 
^rls. One ol these sons entered the 
church and Uiter became the rector 
ol Hawarden. Two ol the daughters 
■bowed the influence ol the theo­ 
logical atmosphere in which théy bad 
been brought up by marrying elergj^ 
Bin. .

Plans are being made by officials of 
the Indian office in Washington for the 
erection of an artistic and suitable 
monument upon the plot wJiere the re­ 
mains of tlie noble Indian Chief Washa­ 
kie w’ere buried in February Iwst. His 
grave is situated in a pe.oceful, pictur­ 
esque section of the Post cemetery at 
Fort Washakie, w’hich was named after 
old man a long time ago. Washakie 
vvas a sworn friend to the w’hlte peo­ 
ple» endeavored always to 
maintain 
peace, is quoted in history as nev'er per­ 
m itting ^ white nian’g bloo^ to be shed 
|f he could prevent it, and he was es­ 
teemed by all persons w'ith w’hom he 
came in contact, both Americans and 
his own people. The report of Agent 
Nickerson, of the Shoshone 
agency, 
which contained neAvs of Washakie’s 
death, said that tbere was a larger 
tendance at his funeral than had been 
seen in the vicinity of the Wind lUver 
reservation in the last 20 years. 


Washakie was born, as nearly as can 
be estimated, although some authori­ 
ties saj'^ th a t he wasi much older» in 
1796. He fought in many battles, dis­ 
playing fine qualities as a warrior, and 
at all times treating his enemies and 
captives w ith great kindness. He was 
subtle and active until a few months 
before he died, when he became phys­ 
ically \veak and feeble, but his mind 
w^as clear, and his las.t wish, which he 
expressed throtigh an interpreter a day 
or so before he died, was that he be 
buried a Christian in the F ort Washakie 
cemeterj' and have a military funeral. 
This wish was gladly fulfilled, for he 
was loved by all the officers of the post,

Washakie was not only chief ol the 
eastern band of the Shoshones in Wyo­ 
ming. but wa« the head) of the entire 
tribe, some branches of .whdch are scat­ 
tered in parts of Montana and Utah. 
Whenever portions of the tribe desired 
to make requests of congress or when 
disputes arose with 
other 
Indians, 
Washakie's udviee was solicited an<l 
considered of valiu*. 
His remarkable 
oratorical ability has been conimented 
upon by all tho governnneait ofllcera 
who have visited the Wind Uiver reser­ 
vation, anti a me.mber of the bureau 
of ethnology once heard him preach 
a fine sermon. 
He said it showed con­ 
siderable familiai-ity with the IMble 
anti was cN|)iessetl in plain b u t 
at- 
ta-aclive words of the Shoshone 
lan- 
gua”’c. 
\Vusl;;iUie was a f^reat 
pro- 
motei' of Christianity and education, 
and the present intt-iU'ciualily of the 
Shoshones, as a banii, is largely duo to 
his strenuous etVorts. lie compelled all 
of the <'h.ildren (jf his tribe to //o to1.be 
pul)lic schools in the rural 
district 
where he lived, 150 miles from a rail- j 
road, and was instrumental iu sending 
several of his trilu* to 
the 
i ’arlisle 
school. One of these has since become 
a minister in the Kpi.scopal church, to 
which Wiiisluikie belongetl. 


Washakie also had the unique dis­ 
tinction of being the only Indianw'ho 
ever pi*opeile<l a bicycle at the age of 
100 years. 
On the anniversary of hla 
one hundredth birtlulay the agent of 
the reservation placed him 
upon a 
wheel and photographed him as he ped­ 
aled along for a few yanls. This tickled 
the old man greatly, for he appreciated 
the fiict that it is a rare occurrence for 
a man of that ripe ohk age to ride n 
W’heel. lie re.matrked. when he had dls-
